OF OHIRA AND SECRETARY ROGERS CAPTIONED SECRETARY OF STATE 
ROGERS AND FOREIGN MINISTER OHIRA RELAX BEFORE LUNCH 
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YESTERDAY IN TOKYO. 22 INCH ARTICLE. ROGERS EXPRESSED 
REGRET THAT RECENT U.S. CURBS ON SOYBEANS EXPORTS MAY HAVE 
CAUSED EMBARRASSMENT TO JAPANESE GOVERNMENT AND PROBLEMS 
FOR JAPANESE HOUSEWIFE. YESTERDAY AMERICAN OFFICIALS 
SUGGESTED IT WAS IMPOSSIBLE FOR A U.S. SECRETARY OF STATE 
TO GO BEYOND EXPRESSION OF "UNDERSTANDING" THAT JAPAN WAS 
UPSET OVER POTENTIAL INTERRUPTION OF A VITAL PROTEIN SOURCE

IN JOINT COMMUNIQUE ENDING TWO-DAY MEETING, U.S. PLEDGED

AND SCRAP IRON. IN FIRST SERIES OF BILATERAL EXCHANGES OF 
AGRICULTURAL INFORMATION AGRIC. MINISTER SAKURAUCHI WILL 
VISIT U.S. IN SEPTEMBER. ROGERS AND OHIRA DECLARED 
"CABINET-LEVEL" CONFERENCE A SUCCESS. IN PREPARED ADDRESS,

MEETING TODAY ON PHASE IV. LATER TODAY, SCHULTZ WILL HOLD 
PRESS CONFERENCE TO UNVEIL PHASE IV.

CONGRESSIONAL REPORT ON PAGE A7 HEADED HOUSE PANEL PLANS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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VOTE ON FOREIGN AID THURSDAY REPORT THAT DOLS 2.8 BILLION 
FOREIGN AID BILL CONTAINING MAJOR REFORMS AND NO CUTS IN 
NIXON'S INDOCHINA RECONSTRUCTION REQUEST WAS ALL BUT COM 
PLETED YESTERDAY BY HOUSE FOREIGN AFFAIRS COMMITTEE. 
CHAIRMAN MORGAN HOPES TO TAKE BILL, ABOUT DOLS 103 MILLION 
BELOW NIXON S REQUEST, TO HOUSE FLOOR AS EARLY AS NEXT 
WEEK. COMMITTEE WILL TAKE ITS FINAL VOTE ON BILL ON 
THURSDAY. BILL CONTAINS DOLS 1.8 BILLION FOR MILITARY AID

ABOUT ADVANTAGES AND DISADVANTAGES OF SOVIET TRADE BILL. 
BOTH MEN ARE SUPPORTERS OF THIS LEGISLATION. BOTH HELD

RELATIONS AND TO LESSENING OF ARMS BURDEN. ROCKEFELLER 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TESTIFIED BEFORE HOUSE ECONOMIC COMMITTEE. BOTH HE AND 
KENNA POINTED OUT THAT WESTERN EUROPEAN NATIONS AND JAPAN 
ARE TRADING WITH RUSSIA AND ARE EXTENDING CREDIT TO SOVIETS
